New York, December 16,—Lillian Gra- 
ham and Ethel Conrad were freed late 
today of criminal charges on which 
they had been held-since last June for 
shooting the millionaire sportsman and 
hotel proprietor, W. E. D. Stokes, The 
jury reached its verdict in fifty-eight 
minutes. | 

The “shooting show girls” were tried 
/on an indictment of three counts, the 
first charging an. attempt to murder 
Stokes, On consideration of this count, 
however, the jurors were relieved by 
Justice Marcus, at the request of the 
district attorney. The court restrict- 
ed the jury to the second and third 
counts, which charged, resnectively, 
assault in the first degree with intent 
to kill, and assault in the second de-

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God!" and went into violent hysterics, 
She sank to the counsel table, then 
jumped up again, shrieking and tear- 
ing her hair and rowing her arms 
about wildly. It was a surprise to 
the spectators, for Miss Conrad had 
kept much better nerve of the two de- 
fendants throughout the trial. On the 
other hand, Miss Graham, who con- 
tinually wept during the trial and 
sobbed the more when she heard the 
verdict, recovered herself when she 
saw her companion so affected and 
acted as the comforter to her younger 
friend. 

It was at first thought Miss Conrad 
had misunderstood the verdict, and 
her companion tried to assure her 
that they were free. “Oh! I know,” 
she said, “Tell mother we are free. 
Tell her we are coming home” The 
virl’'s hysteria continued ten minutes 
before her friends succeeded in quiet- 
ing her. 

She recovered as suddenly as she 
was attacked, and with Miss Graham 
on her arm left the court room to be 
greeted with cheers by a large crowd 
gathered outside. Many persons step- 
ped forward to shake their hands, 
They stepped into a taxicab and were 
whirled away to dinner. 

Four Ballots Taken. 

The jurors took four ballots. Three 
resulted eleven to one for acquittal, 
the one man dissenting being in’ favor 
of a conviction on second degree as- 
Sault, 

Spectators who crowded the court 
room did not appear to be greatly sur- 
prised. No one was present represent- 
ing Stokes, except counsel. His young 
wife, who had been in the court room 
most of the day, decided not to wait 
the outcome, It was said at the Hotel 
Ansonia some hours later that the ver- 
dict had not been announced to Stokes 
up to that time He was said to be 
still dangerously ill. 

The summing up argument Assistant 
District Attorney Buckner made 
against the girls was a dramatic fea- 
ture of the trial. He flourished the 
revolvers with which the girls had 
shot Stokes and punctuated his recital 
of the shooting and his scorching de- 
nunciation of both Stokes and the girls 
by frequent snaps of the trigger. 

“Law.must be enforced to be en- 
nobled, not to be laughed at, giggled 
at, spat upon. and danced upon and 
sung over in the vaudeville stage” 
were some of Mr. Buckner’s words. 

He referred to the contention of 
counsel for the defense that Mr. 
Stokes could net be punished and that 
the girls had been punished enough. 
He said: 

“Perhaps it is no punishment for e 
man with a six months’ bride and a | 
16-year-old £0n to have such things 
hawked about him in every village 
and hamlet, as have been published in 
this case. And how have these girls 
been punished? While Stokes was 
nursing his wounds, they hung his 
bloody trousers outside of a theater 
and asked the people to deposit ite 
money in the box office.” 

Judge Cautions Jury. 

Judge Marcus said in his charge to 
the jurors that the only theory of the 
defense was self-defense. He caution- 
ed the jurors not to let their e 

motions 
overrun thelr reasen simply because 
the defendants were women. 

Stokes was shot when he 
the apartment of the show girls on 
the night of June 7. He said he had 
gone there at the invitation of Miss 
Conrad with the expectation of gxet- 
ting letters he had written to Mis: 
Graham anda that when he got there 
the girls demanded money with 4 
fourish of revolyers and a threat to 
sheet.

Mc- 
Guire’s clothes were wet through, as 
if he had laid in the weather for some 
little time. 
Tracks in the Dirt. 

Call Officers Hood and Gorman state 
that there were several tracks in the 
dirt near where McGuire lay, and it 
looked as if two men had been engaged 
in the robbery. It is thought that they 
held up MeGuire on the sidewalk some 
feet away, and then had to carry him 
behind the hedge, or else forced him in- 
to the dark and there Knocked him to 
the earth. 

No weapon was left behind by Mc- 
Guire’s assailants, but he has a serious 
wound in his head, inflicted by some in- 
strument of a blunt nature, probably a 
“pillie.” McGuire’s unconsciously spok- 
en words also testify that they were 
armed with pistols. 

The assault on McGuire is the first 
serious crime of a holiday season which 
promised to break records for its quiet 
and peacefulness. There have been a 
number of hold-ups, which always come 
at this season of the year, but this is the 
first where a serious assault has been 
committed. 

At a late hour last night McGuire 
was still unconscious at the Grady hos- 
pital, but it is not thought that his 
injuries are fatal as there is no frac- 
ture of the skull.

The British Government Bars 
“Trusts” Pending Suits 
by United States. 


London, December 15.—The British 
government has decided to exclude all 
the American meat packers agaifst 
whom prosecutions have been insti- 
tuted in the United States, from ren- 
dering for contracts for the supply of 
meat to the British army and navy, 
pending the settlement of the suits. 

The decision of the govérnment is 
due to the opposition of labor and 
advanced radical members of parlia- 
ment to the American trusts. 

The contracts given out by the war 
office, which had been hitherto secured 
by American firms, are now expected 
to go to-Argentine meat packers. 

It was explained by officials of the 
war office this afterngon that the gov- 
ernment’s action was in accordance 
with its regular policy. British firms 
received the game treatment under the 
same circumstances. ; 

There is little doubt that the ad- 
miralty will follow the same lines as 
the war office. The war office usually 
gives contracts for: short terms, in- 
viting monthly tenders from the con- 
tractors, while the admiralty usually 
asks for tenders for long periods.

Chicago, December 15.—J. Ogden 
Armour, president of Armour & Co., 
tonight said that the contracts of the 
indicted American packers with the 
British army, estimated roughly, had 
amounted to between $15,000,000 and 
$20,000,000 annually. 

Mr. Armour said he had no idea 
whether other countries contémplated 
action similar to that taken by Eng- 
land. 

“Durine the Boer war, and on one 
or more other occasions,” said Mr. Ar- 
mour, “the contracts of the American 
packers with England amounted to 
more than $20,000,000 annually, if I 
remember correctly. These figures, 
however, are simply rough estimates, 
made off hand.”

Washington, December 15.—Portions 
of the wreck of the battleship Maine, 
now being cleared of mud and debris 
in Havana harbor, are to be donated 
to cities, patriotic societies ahd the 


gurvivors or heirs of survivors of the 


Maine under a plan presented to the 
house today in the urgent deficiency 
bill, 

The entire bill carries $2,270,000. It 
authorizes an additional appropriation 
of $250,000 for raising the Maine, mak- 
ing a total appropriation of $900,000 
for that purpose.

The bill includes $500,000 for further 
work in the census bureau, a cut of 50 
per cent from the estimate; $350,000 to 
complete two revenue cutters now 
building at Newport News, for which 
$150,000 was appropriated last year; 
$154,000 for mileage for members of 
the house; $47,000 mileage for sena- 
tors; $65,916 for public buildings, and 
$427,320 for the bureau of engraving 
and prjnting, because of unexpected 
demand for new small bills.

REASONABLE DOUBT 
IN CUMMINS’ CASE 


Ccurt Rules He Was — Tried 
Unfairly—Will Ask 
for Bail. 


New York, December 15,—William J. 
Cummins, convicted of the theft of 
$140,000 in connection with the affairs 
of the defunct Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany, of which he was the directing 
head, was granted a certificate of rea- 
sonable doubt today on the ground 
that he was examined before trial.

Menoser bama, declates that the cure may be worst than the plague, and 


concludes with the assertion that “there is no short-cut to the ex- 
termination of the boll weevil.” : e 

Speaking by-and large, all of- the experience of. the past con- 
firms Entomologist Hinds’ opinion. It will be remembered that. 
when the boll weevil first became disastrously active in: Texas, 
scientists hoped to check its depredations with the Guatemalan 
ant, said to be a deadly foe to the weevil. The experiment was 
given a thorough trial, but fell far shott of vindicating the theory. 
There was no perceptible decrease in the number of weevils, or in 
the ratio of their advance into new territory, while it is still open 
to question if the ant did not damage the cotton plant, and other 
plants, as much as it did the insect it was supposed to attack. 

One device after another, running the range of chemical 
poisons and mechanical mediums, has.been brought forward and 
tested in the, search for a method that would stamp out the 
weevil wholesale. All ‘have failed, and the states now suffering 
most from the visitation have discovered that the one sure source 
of relief lies in early maturing varieties of cotton, in burning over 
the fields after the top crop is gathered and, above all, in diversi- 
fication. , 

In a very real sense, the coming-of the weevil has proved a 
blessing in disguise. For while its trail has been marked with re- 
duced cotton yields, it has also been marked by a turning to other 
crops as profitable, in their way, as cotton. The weevil has, too, 
been of supreme advantage as teaching the southern farmer the 
virtue and profit of “living at home,” and of lopping off the huge 
sums formerly sent to other portions of the country for foodstuffs 
of every variety. : 

In the meantime the federal government, and the entomolog- 
states before the weevil actually invades the borders of the state, 
an event that is scheduled, in all probability, for the autumn of 
1912. By reducing the cotton acreage and raising food crops, the 
state will rear a barrier that will break, partially, at least, the ef- 
fect of the onslaught of this pest. 

In the meantime the federal government, and the automolog- 
ical departments of all of the states in the cotton belt, are working 
at the problem of exterminating the weevil. Sooner or later, of 
course, human ingenuity will prevail, and a definite specific be 
found for the weevil, as one has been found for virtually all the 
other animal or vegetable foes that menace our crops. Until that 
shall have been accomplished, diversification and a change in 
cultural methods offer the only salvation.

Questions have been 
specifically raised with regard to the predominance of the classics, 
as well as to the higher mathematical branches to which Editor 
White makes reference. : 

Out of the entire agitation a solution is gradually evolving 
itself. It may be described as fixing a new standard which is a 
compromise between the old, or purely academic, method, and the 
new, or! ultra-practical system. In many of the foremost colleges 
of the country the end is reached by making the classical courses 
elective, or by abridging the hours and terms previously devoted to 
them. But while, everywhere, there is the feeling that education 
should be made to fit the man and woman for the, actual duties of 
life, there is also the commendable decision to retain those features 
of the higher education which encourage mental refinement and an 
appreciation of other factors in life than those of an exclusively 
material nature. 

It can do no harm for the Kansas Educational Commisison to 
make a thorough inquiry into the advisability of remodeling the 
educational system of that state. But it is also in order to point 
in our effort to increasingly stress the practical motive in 
education, we may go too far in the wrong direction.

_ HEALTH CONVENTION IN CUBA 


Dr. J. P, Kennedy, health officer, 
and Dr. Claude A. Smith, bacteriolo- 
‘gist and chemist, have returned from 
Havana, Cuba, where they attended 
the session of the American Public 
Heatth Association, one of the great- 
est organizations of the kind in. the 
world, as its membership embraces 
“the Uniteq States, the Dominion of 
Canada, the republic of Mexico and the 
republic of Cuba. ; 

They report that the session of the 

association was of great benefit to 
all the health officials present, as 
there were exchanges of ideas and ex- 
periences embracing every br.nch of 
sanitation and laboratory work per- 
taining to municipalities. Many impor- 
tant papers were read on sanitation, 
disinfectants, contagious diseases and 
hygiene. 
. There were present at the meeting, 
state Atlanta’s health officers, some 
of the best sanitary experts in the 
world. 

There were many papers on vellow 
}fever and typhoid fever which were 
read by Cuban physicians. 

Detailed reports were made on vac- 
cination, the preparation of vaccine 
virus and on rabies and the standard 
methods for its diagnosis. 

Tuberculosis and its treatment by 
disinfection was made a special mat- 
ter for thorough consideration. 


There were many important reports 


made on water for drinking and other 
purposes. 

Asiatic cholera, hook worm disease 
and pellagra were all discussed at 
length. 

One day was devoteg entirely to the 
question of sewage and papers were 
read on mothods of “sludge disposal” by 
Dr. Rudolph Hering, of New York, and 
“disposal of refuse,” by Dr. E. §&. 
Agramont, of Havana. 

A specially interesting paper was 
one read by Dr. C. P. Brock, of Rich- 
mond, Va., on “How the Confederate 
Army Was > Vaccinated.” 

Much time was devoted to the labora- 
tory section and papers were read 
on municipal waste, the keeping of 
garbage cans and standard methods 
for the bacteria] diagnosis of typhoid 
fever and diphtheria. Special attention 
was directed to the preparation and 
preservation of milk. 

The session of the association lasted 
from December §& to December 9 and 
was very largely attended. The visit- 
ing delegates were well entertained, 
there being many dinners and excur- 
sions between working hours. 

Atianta’s two representatives state 
that they highly enjoyed their visit 
to Havana, beth professionally and so- 
cially. After telling about their visit 
they both concluded with the remark: 

“Atlanta is, after all, the garden 
spot of the world.”

Savannah, Ga., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ward Allen, Savannah’s sports- 
man and professional duck hunter, 
tried to buy the privilege of saying 
what he wanted to in the city court 
today, when he was on trial, charged 
with violating the state game law, 
whichi he aided in passing. 

“TI will give $50 to pay for the 
court’s time for the privilege of expa- 
tiating for just thirty minutes in my 
own way on this subject,” said Mr. 
Allen, when Judge Freeman peremp- 
torily dammed the defendant's. torren- 
tial flow of words. 

Tne hunter was deeply chagrined. 
He was primed for this trial, ahd, be- 
ing defendant, he imagined he would 
have the ‘right to imitate Tennyson's 
brook. 

“What do you want to say?” cau- 
tiously inquired the’ judge, afraid to 
let the defendant get under way again. 
Attorney Gazan had his client by the 
coat tail and was trying to seat him. 


This strenuous effort succeeded, and 


the case proceeded in an orderly 
manner. ° 

Up to this point the case was being 
tried before a jury. But as the de- 
fense admitted a prima facie cause, 
that Mr. Allen killed ducks, had them 
in his possession and sold them to the 
Oglethorpe club, the whole question 
of guilt hinged upon a construction of 
the statute. By agreement of counsel, 
the matter was submitted to Judge 
Freeman without: the further inter- 
vention of the jury. Therefore the 
jurors were excused and the case will 
be argued before the court later. 

The accusation against Mr. Allen is 
that he killed and sold what are called 
summer ducks out of season. Mr, 
Allen contends that he i Killed the 
ducks in question in South Carolina, 
and brought them over here and sold 
them. He takes the position that as 
the killing ocurred out of the juris- 
diction of this state, and as the law 
was intended to protect summer ducks 
in Georgia, he could not be punished 
for what he did.

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BLACKS ESCAPE 
BEING LYNCHED 


Shelby Mob Is Persuaded to 
Leave Dixon’s Slayers in 
Law’s Hands. 


Chariotte, N. C., Decémber 15.— 
Charged with the murder of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Dixon, 
wealthy young couple of Cleveland 
county, Wednesday morning, John and 
Hack Ross,. brothers, and Will Ross, 
their cousin, negroes, were formally 
committed by the coroners jury this 
morning, and ténight were hurried to 
jail here to prevent lynching, which 
has been imminent all day. 

Hundreds of quiet, but determined 
farmers flocked to Shelby, the county 
seat this morning to attend the in- 
quest. After some delay it became 
whispered around that the hearing had 
been postponed and the impatient citi- 
zens began to wend their way toward 
the jail. 

Realizing the gravity of the situa- 
tion the sheriff rang the courthouse 
bell and the crowd retraced its steps. 
There Judge Webb, the solicitor of the 
district, and others harangued em 
pleading for law and order. The Goro- 
ner, who had been conducting a star 
chamber inquest in the meantime, then 
appeared and read the report of his 
jury, assuring the spectators that the 
right men were in custody and would 
have speedy trial. 

Governor Kitchin had been apprised 
of the seriousness of the situation and 
early this afternoon wired the county 
authorities to remove the prisoners to 
Charlotte jail, stating also that he 
would call a special term of Cleveland 
court to try them. The negroes were 
spirited away under cover of dusk and 
landed in jail here tonight. 

The murder of the Dixons was one 
of the most atrocious in the state’s 
annals. He was called from his bed 
Wednesday night and Knocked in the 
head with an ax, -and with the same 
weapon the murderers slew his wife, 
who lay asleep by the side of her tiny 
infant. One of the negroes has made 
confession to the sheriff, giving as the 
motive for the double crime tHe fact 
that Dixon held a mortgage on his 
mule. Dixon was 30 and jig wife 23 
years of age.

Both were 


LORIMER TESTIFIES

Mr. Brandeis 
declared its action ip “paying Andrew 
Carnegie three ti the vglue of his 
plant,” merely amounted to a bribe to 
get Mr. Carnegie out of the steel busi- 
ness. ; 

As an example of a trust which had 
been organized with admirable princi- 
ples and had grown to a monopoly, 
Mr. Brandeis pointed to the United 
Shoe Machinery Company, against 
whigh the government is-now pro- 
ceeding with both civil and criminal 
actions. j 

Mr. Brandeis referred to the speech 
of Senator Cummins in the senate Wed- 
nesday, asking’ that independent to- 
bacco dealers be permitted to appeal 
to the supreme court from the disso- 
lution plan under which the “trust” 
is now proceeding, and declared that 
shoald the present decision stand, the 
future effect of the law would be 
“what man has illegally founded, let 
no court put asunder.” ' 
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be prohibited. But they believe the 
law is inadequate, difficult of appli- 
cation and unsatisfactory in its reme- 
dy. They propose to let the law re- 
main, but to supplement it with pro- 
visions remedying these defetos.”’ 

Again stating that there are no 
natural monopolies in industry, Mr. 
Brandeis said: 

“Even the oil trust got control by 
ruthless and unconscieable violations 
of law, by criminal rebating, by brib- 
ery and corruption which brought it 
wealth with which to destroy compet- 
itors by price cutting and like prac- 
tices. The steel trust acquired con- 
trol, not through greater efficiency, 
but by buying plants and ore supplies 
at fabulous prices. Not one industria! 
monopoly is a natural growth.,”’

“A woman and her handbag—that’s 
trouble for me,” sang department store 
managers and policemen in chorus yes- 
terday as a reporter came along look- 
ing for a story.

He presented 
copies of a pamphlet which had been 
prepared by Dr. M. E. Pennington, 


ithe United States chief of food re- 


search laboratory. He stated that the 
government had expended about $40,- 
000 in 1919 and 1910 investigating 
whether it was best to market drawn 
or undrawn fowls, and.the result was 
that the government had -ascertained 
that undrawn fowls were without doubt 
the best kind to market. 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, who had made 
investigations for the city, said that 
perhaps the conditions surrounding the 
investigations made by the government 
in the north would not apply im At- 
lanta. He asked the board to go slow 
about changing the present law, which 
requires that only drawn. fowls be sold 
in Atlanta. 

The board adopted a resolution sus- 
pending the present law until Janu- 
ary 15, and appointed the following 
committee to make an investigation 
and report by: January 15. So un- 
drawn fowls can be sold tn Atlanta 
from now until the middle of Janu- 
ary.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 15.—Cotton has 
Vacillated a good deal, now advancing 
and now declining. ‘Latterly’ it has 
shown more strength, partly owing to 
the rising December premium over Jan- 
uary. It-lbas recovered, in a measure 
from the government crop estimate on

Its premium 
over January, which was recently 24 
points, hag, within 48 hours, Jumped to 
465 points, as the New York pr.cesare 
80 low that little cotton has been com- 
ing this way, an the stock here is much 
smaller than it was a year ago. It is 
about 140,000 bales smaller than ayear 
ago, having increased thus far this 
month only 10,500 bales, as contrasted 
with an increase in the same period 
last year four timeg as great. Galves- 
ton has just shipped, it ia said, 10,000 
bales direct to Japan, the first ship- 
ment of the kind in five years. The 
crop of Egypt, India and Russia are 
short.

DEMOCRATS ARE 
_ CALLED UNFAIR 


In Republican Minority Report 
for Dropping Controller 
Bay Inquiry. 


Washington, December 15.—Sudden 
ending of the inquiry into the charges 
that the government had allowed a 
monopoly of the coal harbor at Con- 
troller Bay, Alaska, was roundly scored 
in the republican minority report of 
the house committee on interior ex- 
penditures filed today. 

The report says that common de- 
cency, if not justice, must have de- 
manded some investigation to expose 
those responsible’ for the fabrication 
of the so-called “Dick-to-Dick” letter 
alleged to have been written by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ballinger to 
Richard § Ryan, the latter supposed- 
ly representing the Guggenheim inter- 
ests. 

The minority report said that this 
expose should have been permitted even 
if the democratic majority was une 
willing, for partisan reasons, to “ex- 
onerate the president and other high 
officials from the unjust and cruel 
charge.” 

It is urged that a thorough inquiry 
be made so as to locate guilty persons 
and have some punishment meted out 
to them and to “deter others who may 
employ falsehood and duplicity in as- 
Sailing official character.”

Washington, December 15.—Rapid 
development of public interest in the 
broader phases of agricultural educa- 
tion is noted by Dr. A. C. True, di- 
rector of ‘the office of experiment 
stations of the department of agri- 
culture, in hisannualreport just made 
to Secretary Wilson. 

“There is evidence,” says Dr. True, 
“that the right solution of the prob- 
lems of country life and agricultural 
production will depend very largely on 
an effective system of practical edu- 
cation which will reach the masses of 
men, women and children on the 
farms,” 

Owing to the immensity of the task 
he declares that the work of his bu- 
reau has “been entirely inadeqnate to 
meet the’ situation,” and he recom- 
mends that at least $10,000 be added 
for the next fiscal year to the ap- 
propriation for the agricultural edu- 
cation work of his office. s 

Recent state legislation and the ap- 
propriations made for such education 
indicate pretty clearly, he finds, that 
this country is definitely committed 
to the development and support of ag- 
ricultural education in all its differ- 
ent phases and from the elementary 
grades up through the college and the 
Sraduate school. 


FEDERAL EMPLOYEES 
SHOULD BE PUNISHED 


When They Violate Civil Serv- 
ice Laws, Says the Re- 
form League. 


Philadelphia, December 15.—All per- 
sons in the employ of the federal gov- 
ernment guilty of violatimg the civil 
service law should be punished 
“promptly, impartially and with just 
Severity,” was the declaration con- 
tained in resolutions adopted at the 
closing session here this afternoon of 
the annual convention of the Nationa! 
Civil Service Reform League. 

The resolutions further urge that 
“like penalties be inflicted upon any 
executive federal office-holder who 
shall use his office to control politic- 
al moverfients, neglect his public du- 
ties to engage in politics or cause 
scandal by his political activity in vio- 
lation of the orders of Presidents 
Cleveland and Roosevelt. 

“Moreover the league recommends 
that the rule prohibiting any parti- 
San activity be at once extended to 
all federal office-holders whose po- 
litical opinions cannot properly affect 
their official duties.”’

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SENATORS OPPOSE 
ANY HASTY ACTION 


On Russian Treaty Question. 
Estrangement of Govern- 
ments Not Wanted. 


Washington, December 15.—Opposi- 
tion to the senate program for imme- 
diate action ‘on the Sulzer house reso- 
lution looking to the termination of 
the Russian treaty of 1832, is develop- 
ing among some senators. It is based 
largely on the theory that an es- 
trangement between this country and 
Russia would have the effect of bring- 
‘ng Russia intd alliance with Japan, 
with the result of injuring the Orien- 
tal trade of the United States. Many 
telegrams advancing this idea were re- 
ceived today; and in most of these

This view will be presented to the 
committee on foreign relations when 
it meets Monday. ¥ 

Suggestion has been made that Sec- 
retary Knox should be invited before 
the committee, but as the committees 
course was practically prescribed by 
the senate, it has been decided it 
would not be consistent to invite pos- 
sible opposition to the immediate ac- 
tion contemplated. 

There is a probability of ultimate 
delay on account of changes in the 
resolution which would require the 
concurrence of the house. Most, of 
the senators believe the notice of ah- 
rogation provided for by the treaiy 
must run for a year after the first of 
the next January succeeding action 
upon it. Serator Lodge has intimated 
his intention of offering. an amend- 
ment making clear the language of 
the Sulzer resolution to cover this 
point. 

If the committee and senate accept 
this view, it will be necessary to send 
the resolution back to the house. If 
this should be done it will prevent ac- 
tion by. ‘both bodies, before adjourn- 
ment for the Christmas holidays there 
would be no further necessity ‘vr 
haste, as an entire year would be lef* 
then in which congress might express 
itself. The house, however, wil be 
disposed to act quickly, sso as to expe- 
dite the resolution to the president for 
formal appfoval.

In reply to this President Arkwright 
said: 

“Mr. Turner is in error for there are 
to be no deductions for the are lights 
on the Whitehall street viaduct and 
the Forsyth stret bridge and for those 
at the ends of all the white ways. He 
has countéd al] of these in. He has 
also deducted $14 for each lamp for a 
full year while several of the white 
ways were instituted late in the year.” 

In regard to his charge about the 
globes not being washed, Mr. Turner 
said that he hag@ made a personal in- 
spection and the contract had not been 
carried out. 

In reply to this Mr. Arkwright said: 

“Our contract does not say that we 
must wash the globes with water. We 
use gasoline, which is better than wa- 
ter and costs more money and every 
globe is washed twice a month. Of 
course we do not wash the globes on 
the inside where they are smooth and 
air-tight.” 

“They ought to be washed on the 
inside,”’ said Mr. Turner, “for Atlanta 
smut gets into everything.” 

To this Mr. Arkwright replied some. 
what warmly: 

“I don’t know if Mr. Turner wants 
a good lighting system or is just try- 
ing to force our company to pay such 
heavy costs as will cut off its profits.” 


Mr. Arkwright denied that there 
were incandescent lamps that were not 
giving their full candle power.
